BOS Appoints Veterans Services Agent 

Marion Board of Selectmen 
By Marilou Newell 
Marion's veterans will continue to receive 
uninterrupted assistance now that the Marion Board of 
Selectmen on October 21 appointed Barry Denham as 
their agent, replacing retired Veterans Services Agent Bill 
Titcomb. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson told the board 
that he has been in discussions with Veterans Services 
District personnel regarding a Tri-Town approach to local 
veteran needs. This would allow Marion to share expenses 
with Mattapoisett and Rochester without shouldering the 
full burden themselves. 

Denham, who is currently the agent for 
Mattapoisett and Rochester, agreed to assist as the agent 
in Marion as well. 

Selectman Chairman Jonathan Henry spoke of 
Denham' s exemplary military career and decades-long 
commitment to aiding veterans when they returned 
home. The board gave Dawson the green light to continue 
his discussions with the Veterans Services District 
representatives and to move forward with the plan to 
join forces with Mattapoisett and Rochester in providing 
veteran services. 

The Board of Selectmen agenda was populated 
by requests for water abatements from residents with 
massive water bills brought on by a variety of problems 
requiring relief. 

Previously approved abatements for 355 Delano 
Road - $5175.33; 468 Delano Road - $780.21; 6 Jenney Lane 
- $1189.98; 28 Pawkechatt Way - $609.35; and 14 Water 
Street - $4,716 were all approved. 

Continuing on the theme of water, or sewer, was 
a request for $1156.09 for sewer pumps from the Marion 
Water and Sewer Division, and a sewer application from 
Thomas McLaughlin of Dexter Road seeking an after-the- 
fact sewer tie-in at his property This was granted with 
the caveat that McLaughlin assume all related expenses. 
An abatement was also approved for John Doherty, 12 
Harnum Way in the amount of $314.

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agenda item "Sponsorship General Bylaw Amendment 
discussion'' was not related to specific bylaw changes. 

Recently, three bylaw changes were placed on 
the Fall Special Town Meeting warrant, which fueled 
questions from residents as to how these were presented 
to the voters who and by whom. 

During several months of public meetings and 
hearings between Brad Saunders of D + E Management 
LLC - a Bay Club Partner - and the Planning Board, 
Saunders sought and received permission from the board 
to submit bylaw changes. Planning Board Chairman Tom 
Tucker stated on more than one occasion that the Planning 
Board was not sponsoring the changes, but was merely 
the vehicle by which the proposed changes would be 
included on the warrant. 

The changes Saunders brought to the voters were 
indefinitely postponed from the Town Meeting floor by 
motions from DeSousa, who was supported by the voters. 
Thus, the zoning bylaws were not changed. 

Also during the meeting. Treasurer Brenda 
Herbeck and Town Clerk Catherine Heuberger met with 
the selectmen to present short-term bonds amounting 
to $600,000 for various projects that required their 
signatures. The money will be used to fund sewer work 
on Cove Street, Phase IV road repairs, and wastewater 
treatment increases. 

Gagne gave an update on the repair work about 
to take place on Acushnet Road at Tinkham Pond. He 
referred to the collapsing bridge at this juncture as a 
"stone-resting pier" built in the 1800s of granite, most 
likely quarried in Mattapoisett. He said the work would 
take about three weeks. Presently the road is closed. 

The selectmen voted to pass on the right of first 
refusal for a parcel of land off Crystal Spring Road. Gagne 
said Blue Wave LLC would lease the parcel for the next 
two decades as part of the solar farm project in that area. 

Gagne also reported that a low bidder with good 
credentials has come forward for the completion of work 
on the Town's beach house. The selectmen approved the 
bid, awarding it to AAA Royal Construction of Braintree 
in the amount of $63,000. Work is expected to begin 
immediately. 

On hand watching the civic proceedings were

The 
badges they are currently working on are community 
service. Selectman Jordan Collyer recognized their hard 
work and commitment, prompting those in attendance to 
applaud their efforts.

Parade on October 31 at 6:00 pm stepping off from Center 
School; Town Hall closing on Tuesday, November 11 
in observation of Veteran's Day; November 4 elections 
with polls open from 7:00 am to 8:00 pm at Old 
Hammondtown School; and the first Winter Farmers' 
Market beginning November 8 from 10:00 am to 1:00 
pm and continuing throughout the winter on the second 
Saturday of each month. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for November 25 at 7:00 pm in the 
Town Hall conference room. 

Grant Monies Received 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The first piece of business the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission handled was voting for the 
appointment of Robert "Bob'' Rogers as chairman to 
replace Peter Newton for the coming year. Newton had 
announced the necessity of his stepping down as chair at 
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a previous meeting and asked the commission to select 
another member for the post. Rogers said he would be 
happy to fill the role, thanking Newton for his service and 
offering good wishes during his leave of absence. 

Moving on to other business matters. 
Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold announced that 
a grant in the amount of $240,000 had been received from 
the National Park Service. This grant will help offset the 
purchase price for a 16-acre parcel along the Mattapoisett 
Riverfront. The conservation of these lands will help keep 
local waters clean. 

Robert Field of Field Engineering came before 
the commission to receive an emergency certification 
for culvert work needed on Acushnet Road at Tinkham 
Pond. Several large granite supports have been dislodged, 
requiring the Town to close the road in this area. After 
Field detailed the work to take place, the commission 
voted to approve the work. Work will commence 
immediately and be completed on or about November 8. 

Al Loomis of McKenzie Engineering asked the 
commission to approve a small modification to culvert 
and bridge construction at Brandt Point Village. The 
request was precipitated by a problem sourcing precast 
structural members in the size originally specified. Rogers 
felt the change was very minor and asked the commission 
for a motion to approve. The plan was approved and 
changes noted for the permanent record. 

A Request for Determination filed by Rocco and 
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Brenda Francoise, 1 Harbor Road, received a Negative 3 
approval for the construction of a wrap-around deck and 
shed. 

Several requests for Certificates of Compliance 
were requested and all approved: Cedar Realty Trust, 
7 Cedar Road; Harry Segales, 9 Bay Road; Highland 
Nominee Trust, 14 Ned's Point Road; Tom Lucivero, 50 
Brandt Beach Road; Neal Sandford, 4 Seaconet Road; and 
Velma Frank, 3 Brandt Island Road. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for November 10 
at 6:30 pm. 

Cottage Street Application Withdrawn 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

As the Town House conference room filled with 
families and residents from the neighborhood of 16 
Cottage Street, no one noticed a significant absence: No 
one from Sippican Preservation LLC was present. 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals Chairman Eric 
Pierce opened the meeting with the full room quietly 
waiting for the hearing for the proposed condominium 
project to begin. Instead, Pierce read a letter from 
Christian Loranger and Albert Meninno Jr., stating that 
they wanted to withdraw their application without 
prejudice and thanked the board for their time and 
attention in this matter. 
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The board comprised of Bob Alves, John Sylvia, 
Tom Cooper and Pierce voted unanimously to approve 
the withdrawal. 

The assembled let out a collective gasp of 
disbelief, and then sighs of relief and laughter mingled 
as the people stood and congratulated one another for 
stopping the project. 

"You did it/' said Pierce to the residents in 
attendance, ''because they listened to you.'' 

And what they had done was voice concerns that 
the proposed re-development of the four-unit building 
into six or more condominiums was too large for the 
neighborhood. Their expressed fears were that the family- 
friendly neighborhood would be changed into a busy 
dangerous place for their children. They wrote letters 
to various Town boards, attended meetings, and urged 
officials to consider their concerns and deny the project. 

At the previously scheduled hearing, which 
had to be postponed due to a lack of quorum, Meninno 
stated, ". . .We want to be good neighbors. . ." But clearly, 
the issues of bedroom count and increased traffic, lack of 
parking, and changing the character of the area were too 
much with the plan as submitted. 

Several residents asked the board if the 
developers could return. Pierce explained that they could 
return with a new plan, as it was their right to do so. He 
said the cycle would begin again and abutters would be 
notified as required. 
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With no other business on the agenda, the 
meeting was adjourned. Presently the ZBA does not have 
a meeting scheduled for November. 

Town Meeting Misunderstood Bylaw Articles 

Rochester Planning Board 
By Jean Perry 
An article to amend a bylaw pertaining to 
home businesses was misunderstood by Town Meeting 
members before they struck it down, said Rochester 
Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson on October 28. 

"It was a misunderstanding," said Johnson. No 
one was trying to make it illegal to park an RV on the 



front lawn, said Johnson, because it is already prohibited 
in the bylaw. "All we were doing was getting rid of the 
term 'occupied or unoccupied.'" 

Planning Board member Susan Teal said the 
group sitting near her during the October 20 Special Fall 
Town Meeting was concerned with the part of the bylaw 
article about home businesses - not particularly the RV 
parking - and suggested the board should have drafted 
two separate articles to address the two issues. 

"Had they been separated, we couldVe addressed 
the questions more specifically," said Teal. "They thought 
we were making up a new bylaw." 

Johnson said he was disappointed in the Board of 
Selectmen for adding to the confusion at Town Meeting 
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and withdrawing their support of the article. "And I let 
that be known after the fact." 

Johnson said he would seek clarification about 
amending the zoning bylaws from selectmen during the 
next Board of Selectmen meeting, adding that Selectman 
Naida Parker suggested hiring a consultant to codify 
the existing bylaws and ordinances - a bad idea to some 
Planning Board members. 

"If that's gonna happen," said Johnson, "then 
there's not much need for the Bylaw Subcommittee . . . it's 
a waste of time." 

And it will not be cheap, either, pointed out Teal. 
She said the consultant would take up a lot of Town 
Planner Mary Grain's time getting informed on the 
situation because "the consultant won't know squat." 

Teal pointed out that the existing bylaw does not 
necessarily mean that having an RV parked on the front 
lawn is illegal under all circumstances. 

"These (bylaws) are general guidelines," stated 
Teal. "And if it doesn't work, then we have the ZBA." 

Planning Board member Ben Bailey said he 
thinks residents at Town Meeting did not want the RV 
restriction, but most likely would not be in favor of 
allowing it had it not already been established in the 
bylaw. 

In other matters, a letter written by Attorney Gary 
LeBlanc on behalf of Karl Peterson of Peterson Davis 
Builders - developers of The Pines at Hathaway Pond - 
offended Johnson. Johnson said he did not like the tone of 
the letter that essentially implied, according to Johnson, 
that the developer would sue the board if they did not 
approve the request to decrease the setback to allow for a 
deck at one of the units. 

Johnson said he thought he understood how 
the board should proceed after the last meeting when

Peterson first approached the board. 

''Then I get a letter from an attorney that 
personally did not sit well with me/' said Johnson. 

She meant no harm and the claimed litigious tone 
was unintentional, LeBlanc told Johnson, apologizing. She 
said she meant "no bullying or insolence." Otherwise, she 
would have sent the letter via certified mail, which she 
did not, said LeBlanc. 

"The way you accomplish that is by asking for a 
favor," said Bailey. "You don't write the words you wrote 
which are straight out, 'I'm gonna sue you.'" 

Teal said she read the letter, detected no such 
tone, and was not upset by the letter. 

Johnson said the matter would be placed on the 
agenda for discussion at the next meeting, and Planning 
Board member Gary Florindo asked LeBlanc to formally 
retract her letter and essentially wipe it from the public 
record. She agreed she would formally retract. 

Also during the meeting, the board issued an 
Approval Not Required for Esther- Ann Chamberlain of 
493 Mary's Pond Road, and advised Audrey Barker of 179 
Alley Road to file an Approval Not Required application 
for the subdivision of one of her lots at the property. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for November 12 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester 

Town Hall. 

Are Fireworks Contaminating Rochester Water? 

Rochester, Marion, and Wareham Water Boards

They only gather once a year to discuss inter- 
town water interests, voice their concerns, and share their 
visions for their respective towns, so members of the 
Rochester, Marion, and Wareham Water Boards sat and 
chatted like old friends on October 23 and updated each 
other on the status and progress of their towns - water- 
wise. 

Perchlorate levels are high in the Mary's Pond/ 
Route 152 area wells that provide water to Marion, and 
Marion Department of Public Works Superintendent Rob 
Zora said three wells in that area are currently not in use 
due to the problem. 
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'It's coming from somewhere/' said Zora, saying 
he will continue to search for the source of the chemical in 
order to avoid spending roughly $3 million for a filtration 
plant. 

Perchlorate is commonly found in fireworks 
and other explosives, leading Zora to speculate that the 
source may indeed be fireworks that residents have been 
shooting off from the Mary's Pond ball field. Perchlorate 
is also found in some fertilizers. So far, only that one area 
is affected. 

The Town of Marion imports about 95 percent 
of its water supply from Rochester, having only one well 
of its own within the Marion borders and no prospect of 
finding another. 

"We've searched left and right," said Marion 
Water Committee Chairman David Pierce. 

The Town continues to replace its outdated water 
infrastructure, spending around $1 to $1.5 million per 
year replacing old under-sized pipes with new wider 
ones, as per the Town's 10-year Capital Plan. 

Rochester Water Commissioner Fred Underbill 
focused mainly on his "number one nemesis," the City of 
New Bedford, which draws about 13.14 million gallons 
a day from Great Quittacas and Little Quittacas Ponds, 
located in Rochester. 

Underbill's concern is New Bedford's request 
to increase its allocation to 25.8 million gallons per day. 
With Rochester's allocation at 5.96 million gallons, the 
increase would exceed the recommended safe yield limit 
of 27.4 million total gallons drawn per day. Underbill said 
Rochester plans to oppose the request. 

Wareham Water Department Operations 
Supervisor Andy Cunningham invited those in 
attendance to observe a new pigging technique his Town 
is employing to scrape the pipes of a thick manganese 
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layer affecting the Wareham water supply. 

Ice pigging is a new technology for water pipe 
cleaning that involves flushing the pipes with ice slurry, 
which uses less water in the process and less cleanup. 

The group will not meet again until the fall of 

2015. 

Team CVS Begins Journey With ConCom 

Marion Conservation Commission

The developers of a proposed CVS for Route 6 
began its Marion Conservation Commission chapter in 
what is looking like a seemingly slow saga ahead for the 
project; Team CVS received its first ConCom continuation 
on October 22 for its initial Request for Determination of 
Applicability to confirm the boundaries of the wetlands. 

ConCom Chairman Norman Hills, who is 
also a member of the Marion Planning Board, adhered 
stringently to the agenda for LEC Environmental 
Consultants on behalf of Robert Kroff, allowing them only 
the allotted appointment time of ten-minutes to give a 
description of the current conditions of the property on 
the corner of Wareham Road and Front Street - and not a 
minute more. 

Engineer Marc Manganello said he would have 
preferred to address the RDA simply to confirm the 
wetlands line before getting into details of the future 
project, but Hills was sticking with the sequence of the 
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items listed on the agenda. The CVS site was listed twice 
on the agenda, first for discussion of the RDA, followed 
by the RDA hearing. 

"You got ten minutes/' said Hills, who has 
already attended two pre-submission conferences with 
the CVS developers with the Planning Board. 

Manganello pointed out the green wetlands line 
on the site map, referenced three separate areas that have 
been flagged - one of which was already confirmed by 
the commission in the past - and then passed the floor to 
fellow engineer Josh Swerling. 

"Fm sure no one has heard of [this project] 
before,'' joked Swerling before addressing the velocity 
zone marked on the map. Swerling said the building has 
been intentionally kept out of the zone, and turned to the 
flood zone area that wound up being the commission's 
top reason that evening for continuing the hearing. 

Storm water, catch basins, and underground 
retention systems - Swerling described some plans for the 
development of the site. 

"Time's up," said Hills, adding that the 
commission prefers to move along "instead of depleting 
discussions." They moved on to the RDA. 

Manganello returned to the podium, reminding 
the commission that no official project is associated with 
the RDA filing and that he was only seeking accuracy of 
the wetlands demarcation and a positive determination 
for the application. It did not take long before the 
wetlands lines blurred into the line of project plan details. 

Commission member Cynthia Trinidad brought 
up the drive-thru location of the proposed site, asking if 
it would be situated within the velocity zone. Swerling 
replied that, yes, the area just before the drive-thru would 
be. 

ConCom member Lawrence Dorman commented 
on the amount of impervious surface the project would 
generate, acknowledging that the matter was beyond the 
commission's purview that evening. 

Swerling described the underground retention 
system among other things designed to mitigate storm 
water flow. 

Dorman expressed concern over the relocation of 
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the Hadley House into the 100-foot wetlands buffer zone, 
prompting Hills to ask why the building could not be 
relocated closer to the street, away from the wetlands. 

"Yeah," said Swerling. "We can look at that ... I'm 
sure there's some opportunity there." 

Continuing outside the wetlands lines, Dorman 
asked how large the proposed 13,000 square-foot store is 
relative to other CVS stores. 

"[It is in] the smaller range of what they typically 
construct for new stores," said Swerling. 

The conversation returned to the RDA when Hills 
asked why the AE flood zone line on the map appeared 
"weird and snaky" and unlike the line shown on a 
different map. Hills then stated his major concern was 
that an engineer did not stamp the plans presented. 
Swerling feared he did not have one, until Manganello 
produced a few copies and handed them to Hills. 
Scrutinizing them. Hills commented that the previous 
plan reflected slightly different flood plain lines. 

Swerling said the Massachusetts and Marion 
online CIS system was not available before, and later the 
engineers referred to the CIS for its accuracy. 

Lights Will Shine At Rochester Crossroads 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

The Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals will let 
there be light at Rochester Crossroads, giving approval to 
the special permit for signs with soft halo backlit lighting 
at the proposed Cranberry Highway location - under 
the condition that the lights be turned off after business 
hours. 

The board had several concerns they wanted 
addressed from the last meeting when Lisa Mann of Sign 
Design in Brockton first presented the proposed lighting 
and signage plan on behalf of Rochester Crossroads. 

Neighbors and board members alike were 
concerned about light pollution, which prompted the 
board to consider conditioning the project so that certain 
signs would have to be shut off after hours of operation 
were over. 

"Sure, we don't have a problem with that," stated 
James Kane, senior vice president at A.D. Makepeace 
Company, owners of the land. 

Mann said she took all the board's comments into 
consideration and brought with her some examples of 
signs and lights from the plan to show the board. 

"Not everything has to be glaring in your face, 
face-lit," said Mann, holding an approximately six-inch 
high LED halo back-lit letter 'N' before the board. "You're 
only going to see the word instead of the whole face lit 
up." 

Any idea what time the lights would be turned 
off at night, asked ZBA Chairman Richard Cutler. 

Kane said at 9:00 or 10:00 pm, unless one of the 
tenants was a 24-hour business, such as a hotel. 
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Both parties were satisfied with the conditions 
of the special permit, and the vote to approve was 
unanimous. 

Also during the meeting, Brian Cook, owner of a 
vacant lot on 28 Marion Road where three businesses and 
two residences stood before a fire in 2011, approached the 
board for advice on whether or not he could proceed with 
rebuilding on the site before taking the first costly steps 
toward designing any plans or applying for any site plan 
reviews. 

"Fm here because I don't want to invest any more 
into the property than I already have . . . without knowing 
what I can do with it,'' said Cook. He said Town Counsel 
Blair Bailey advised him to go to the ZBA first for options 
before proceeding further. 

Cook is proposing to rebuild in the same 3,600 
square-foot footprint, but placing the structure differently 
to make the plan less non-conforming than the previous 
structure. 

The board debated some issues with Building 
Commissioner James Buckles, such as whether or not the 
property falls under abandonment when applying the 
regulations, and decided to continue the matter in order 
to obtain advisement from Bailey. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is November 13 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester 
Town Hall. 

No Delayed Gratitude for Delayed Starts 

ORR Update

During delayed starts, students at Old Rochester 
Regional High School have the chance to get some extra 
sleep, go out to eat before school, or gain some much- 
needed study time. 

On two Thursdays each month, school starts an 
hour later than usual for all high school students. This is 
the second year in which these delayed starts have been 
in effect, as they returned on September 18 after being 
reapproved by the ORR School Committee. 

Delayed starts are an attempt by Principal 
Michael Devoll to allow for teacher planning time, while 
offering students time to catch up on studying or pick up 
an extra hour of sleep. 

To shorten the school day, about half an hour 
is cut out of students' first two classes to make up for 
the hour of lost school time. During the time before 
homeroom, students go to the cafeteria, auditorium, or 
library depending on their grade level. As usual, the 
school is open at 7:00 am to accommodate kids who may 
have no ride or need a place to study. Students then file 
out to homeroom at 8:30 am, once most people have 
arrived at school. 

For obvious reasons, delayed starts are a big 
hit. But what exactly do students think is the biggest 
advantage of these special days and how are they most 



commonly being used? To get the big picture, I spoke to 
a variety of students, as well as Vice Principal Michael 
Parker, to find out how they're using their extra hour. 

As I expected, sleep is one of the biggest reasons 
why delayed starts have such a good reputation. Junior 
Sarah Ryan, Sophomore Jacob Spevack, and Freshman 
Evan Tilley all said that was how they have spent their 
time on these days. 

Ryan added that she "sometimes gets to school an 
hour early to do my homework." 

Evan Tilley had an interesting way of looking at 
the situation. He spoke of the other benefits the delayed 
start brings, including ease in parents' transportation 
schedules. Since many Tri-Town elementary schools also 
start around 8:30 am, parents with kids in the high school 
and elementary school could theoretically drop both off in 
one trip. 

"For parents, it's easier to drop kids off since 
younger siblings go to school later," Tilley said. 

With this extra sleep, kids are generally more 
awake for the school day. 

"I feel more awake for school [on delayed start 
days]," Spevack commented. 

One of the negatives many students have 
encountered during delayed start days is not being able 
to use their lockers during the late starts. Both Ryan and 
Tilley mentioned this, and it has been commonplace to 
hear this talked about around the school. 

Spevack added another thought, saying, "It 
would be nice if teachers were available during that 
time." 

Although this would be extremely beneficial to 
students, there is a simple explanation for why they are 
not available during delayed starts, and most likely, never 
will be. Delayed starts are a time used for extra teacher 
development, as explained by Parker. 

In the long run, this teacher planning and 
development time will help out all of ORR's students. 

"The long term gains of the delayed start include 
better teaching and new types of instruction," Parker said. 

I was fortunate enough to be able to ask Parker a 
few more questions. In response to the question of why 
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the late starts were implemented, he responded, "They 
are a pilot program to see how high school students 
do better later in the day. Also, it allows us to look into 
possibly moving back the start of the school sometime in 
the future/' 

Speaking on problems with this program, 
one that has arisen is that more kids are tardy on 
days with delayed starts than normal start days. After 
acknowledging this, Parker thought of a couple ways to 
entice kids to arrive to school earlier on days that start 
at 8:30 am, and entertain the kids who always show up 
early. 

"We could offer students additional speakers, 
programs, and extra staff to help," said Parker of some of 
the ideas. 

Delayed starts have so far been a positive 
thing for the school. Although ways for improvement 
have been found, students have been supportive of the 
program since it began last year. Parker, in particular, 
seemed very optimistic about the program, stating, "I 
have no reason to believe they won't continue next year." 

Elizabeth Taber Foundation

John Wick, Starring Keanu Reeves and Michael Nyqvist. 
Directed by David Leitch and Chad Stahelski. Running 
time: 101 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Directed by two guys with backgrounds in stunts, 
John Wick exists more or less entirely as a highlight reel of 
great action choreography The titular protagonist (Keanu 
Reeves), a former freelance assassin dragged back into 
violence, employs a variety of guns to send his enemies 
by the dozen to the other side. John is so adept at dealing 
death that the Russian mob he used to work for refers to 
him as baba yaga, or the boogeyman. Ah, so John is the 
Michael Myers of the underworld, the man who strikes 
terror even in hardened killers? Yet John is also capable 
of gentleness and love, and these two sides of him don't 
really cohere. 

John left the underworld when he fell in love, but 
his wife (Bridget Moynihan) succumbed to cancer, gifting 
him posthumously with a beagle puppy. Don't get too 
attached to the pup, who before the movie is ten minutes 
old dies under the boots of a Russian lowlife whose father 
(Michael Nyqvist) is John's former employer. The lowlife 
son, ignorant of John's identity, shows up at his house to 
steal his vintage Mustang; the puppy is merely collateral 
damage, and thankfully the incident is only obliquely 
seen /heard. Still, the pup was a living link to John's wife, 
so he's riled up enough to come out of retirement and kill 
his way through rows of Russian thugs until he finds the 
one who, as he puts it, "stole my car and killed my dog." 

That motive is simple enough to have sufficed as 
the plot fuel for a thirties western, and indeed John Wick 
is simple. Every year or so we get one of these throwback 
action-thrillers that dispense with plot complications 
and simply chug along on steam made of hot blood and 
gunfire (and, during the climax, lightning bolts). As such 
things go, John Wick is less fun than Premium Rush (it lacks 




a quirky supporting cast) but blessedly less pompous 
and brutal than Drive. The violence here, while bloody, 
is borderline balletic ~ not to the extent of the bullet- 
time of The Matrix or the gun-kata in Equilibrium, but the 
emphasis is on how comically accurate John's aim is, how 
he literally bumps people off as easily as swatting flies. 
John is a killing machine, but by virtue of being played 
by Keanu Reeves he's soulful and human. (A bit on the 
mopey side, though; Reeves spends the entire movie 
looking like that Sad Keanu photo that made the Internet 
rounds a few years back ~ understandable, given the 
character's grief.) 

The temptation is to make a case for John Wick as 
pure cinema, but I can resist it. The directors may know 
their way around stuntwork and fight choreography, but 
that doesn't mean they know how to shoot and edit it; one 
scene, inside a nightclub lighted like a furnace, is visually 
illegible. And despite a cast including John Leguizamo, 
Willem Dafoe, Dean Winters, Ian McShane, David Patrick 
Kelly, and Adrienne Palicki as an assassin named Ms. 
Perkins, the filmmakers aren't actors' directors either. 
They know how to set their wind-up anti-hero on his path 
to retributive bloodletting, which turns out to be more 
than a little anticlimactic, and that's about all they know 
how to do. The movie is being wildly overpraised for 
containing a few nifty gun massacres. I remember when 
we wanted, and got, more from action movies.
